HOW  TO  LAY  DOWN  A LAWN 

From  the  middle  of  March  to  the  middle  of  May  is  the  most  favorable 
time  for  laying  down  a lawn.  Any  soil  where  Potatoes  or  Corn  will  grow  is 
suitable,  since  it  is  well  that  the  soil  be  not  too  rich  or  the  Grasses  will 
grow  too  rapidly. 

The  ground  should  be  thoroughly  ploughed;  harrowed  and  pulverized 
and  brought  to  a smooth  surface. 

After  sowing  the  ground  should  be  rolled  in  order  to  press  the  seed 
firmly  in  the  soil. 

The  sowing  should  be  done  when  the  ground  is  moist  or  before  a rain- 
fall. 

Grass  seed  may  also  be  sown  early  in  the  Fall,  but  must  be  sown  early 
enough  to  give  the  Grass  a good  strong  growth  before  Winter  sets  in. 

Every  succeeding  Spring  the  lawn  should  be  gone  over  with  a heavy 
roller,  as  the  Winter  frosts  loosen  the  soil,  and  rolling  is  necessary  to  com- 
press it  again.  It  is  well  to  roll  frequently. 

It  is  advisable  to  mow  the  lawn  frequently,  as  it  improves  the  Grass, 
both  in  vigor  of  root-growth  and  in  fineness  of  texture. 

It  is  not  well  to  cut  the  Grass  too  close,  especially  in  the  hot  Summer 
months  when  the  roots  need  some  shade  to  protect  them  from  the  burning 
sun. 

A good  top-growth  is  also  necessary  to  protect  the  roots  from  the  se- 
vere Winter  frosts.

Annuals  bloom  and 
perish  the  first  year.  Biennials  generally  flower  the  second  season,  and  are  in  perfect 
condition  for  that  year.  Perennials  usually  flower  the  second  year,  and  continue  to 
flower  several  years  in  succession. 


GENERAL  CULTURE  OF  FLOWER  SEEDS. 


For  most  of  the  annual  flowers,  as  well  as  perennials,  the  simplest  method  is 
to  sow  directly  out  of  doors  when  danger  of  frost  is  past  in  the  space  where  they 
are  intended  to  flower.  The  ground  should  be  dug  and  raked  fine  on  the  surface, 
sowing  the  seeds  evenly  and  thinly,  either  in  lines  or  beds,  covering  not  over  four 
times  their  size,  and  firming  the  soil  over  them.  Should  they  come  up  too  thickly, 
as  most  of  them  are  likely  to  do,  thin  out  so  that  the  plants  will  stand  from  4 to  12 
inches  apart,  according  to  the  variety.  Perennials  should  be  transplanted  to  a per- 
manent location  where  desired. 

For  all  flower  seeds  started  indoors,  the  best  plan  is  to  sow  in  earthenware  seed 
pans,  or  boxes  (about  2 inches  deep),  which  should  be  filled  to  the  depth  of  an  inch 
with  broken  pots,  coal  ashes,  or  any  rougfh  material  that  will  furnish  perfect  drainage. 
The  upper  inch  should  be  nicely  sifted  soil.  Press  firmly  and  evenly  and  water 
thoroughly  the  day  before  sowing.  Sow  the  seeds  thinly  over  the  sm  face,  cover  about 
one-eighth  of  an  inch  and  pressing  firmly.  Cover  with  a pane  of  glass,  and  keep  in 
a temperature  between  60°  and  70°.  Water  carefully  as  needed.  To  omit  a single 
water,  or  too  frequent,  indiscriminate  watering,  usually  leads  to  failure  Remove  the 
glass,  or  covering,  as  soon  as  the  seeds  have  germinated,  and  when  the  seedlings  are 
large  enough  to  handle  they  should  be  transplanted  into  similarly  prepared  boxes  an 
inch  apart  each  way,  or  put  into  small  pots  and  kept  in  same  until  time  to  plant  out 
in  the  open  ground.  At  all  times  they  should  have  an  abundance  of  air;  otherwise 
the  young  seedlings  are  liable  to  “damp  off”.

SWEET  PEAS— HOW  TO  GROW  THEM 

The  soil  for  Sweet  Peas  should  be  rich  and  deep  and  planted  in  a position 
fully  exposed  to  sunlight  and  air  on  both  sides  of  the  row.  Much  depends  upon 
the  state  of  the  weather  as  to  when  the  seed  may  be  sown  out  of  doors;  but  they 
should  be  sown  as  early  in  the  season  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  which  is  usually 
between  the  middle  of  March  and  the  middle  of  May.  It  is  best  to  make  a trench 
or  furrow  about  6 inches  deep,  in  the  bottom  of  which  sow  the  seed.  Cover  with 
about  an  inch  of  soil,  pressing  it  down  firmly.  As  soon  as  they  are  above  ground 
thin  out  to  2 to  4 inches  apart;  when  planted  too  close  they  do  not  attain  their  full 
development.  They  should  be  staked  up  either  with  branches  of  brush  or  stout  stakes 
on  which  wire  netting  has  been  fastened.  These  should  be  about  5 feet  high. 

During  dry  weather  they  should  be  watered  thoroughly  and  frequently.  The 
flow  ers  should  be  cut  as  > often  as  possible,  to  prevent  the  plants  from  running  to 
seed,  which  would  stop  them  from  continuing  in  bloom.
